The Legislature Wednesday did it its way. 
On its final day in session, the 1977 
Unicameral overrode Gov. J. James Exon's 
vetoes of a $20 million increase in state school aid 
and the massive new criminal code. 
In as fiery a display of independence as has 
been exhibited in recent legislative history, the 
lawmakers overrode 13 of the governor’s vetoes 
or line-item budget reductions in a single day. 
The most dramatic showdown occurred short­ 
ly after the dinner hour when senators voted 30-17 
to restore the $20 million hike in school assistance 
which had been erased from the operational 
budget bill for state government. 
Thirty was the exact number of votes 
required to reject Exon's objections. 
That decision will trigger an increase in the 
state sales tax rate from 3% to 3‘/a% to fund the 
boost in school assistance from $55 million to $73 
million. 
Earlier, the Legislature had re-enacted the 
criminal code on a 33-15 count. (See story on Page 
12 ). 
All told. Exon lost 13 of 15 veto override 
attempts mounted during the session’s 90th and 
tinal day. 
Resolution 
asks probe 
of patrol

Five state senators Wednesday requested an 
investigation of the Nebraska State Patrol 
criminal and drug divisions in a legislative 
resoltuion 
LR141, which was sent to the Legislative 
(Council’s executive board, asks that an eight- 
member committee be established to in­ 
vestigate the policies and procedures of those 
two patrol divisions 
The resolution was sponsored by Sens. Steve 
Fowler of Lincoln, John DeCamp of Neligh, 
Ernest Chambers of 0maha, Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood and Donald Dworak of Columbus. 
Fowler, who wrote the resolution, said he 
had some "concerns about the appropriateness 
of some of the drug enforcement procedures” 
DeCamp said he had heard allegations made 
by several persons concerning separate in­ 
cidents involving the patrol. He would not say 
whether the allegations were of a criminal 
nature, but added, "They are serious” 
The resolution notes that the reason for the 
investigation is that proper law enforcement is 
in the best interests of the people of Nebraska 
"Law enforcement, like Caesar’s wife, must 
be above suspicion,’’ De('amp said. 
Chambers said he hoped the committee 
would review the entire operation of the patrol, 
and iron out any possible bugs in the works. He 
said he had heard of possibilities of criminal 
misconduct by patrol informants that he thought 
should be investigated. 
Col C. P. Karthauser, patrol superinten­ 
dant. said Wednesday evening he hadn’t seen the 
resolution, but added the patrol would 
"cooperate 100 ; 
with any questions the 
members of the Unicameral may have ’ 
Ho also said he would welcome any in­ 
vestigation 
Fowler said the special committee would be 
chosen by the executive board sometime in the 
summer. The resolution calls for three members 
to be selected from the Judiciary Committee, 
the body that oversees patrol functions. 


Supporters of the school aid increase won 
their final battle only after the governor gave 
them the opportunity to do so by returning his veto 
reductions in the budget bill, LB532, before the 
senators headed for home. 
Exon could have applied those vetoes after 
the Legislature had adjourned, thus denying 
senators an override attempt. 
Earlier in the session, the Unicameral had 
mandated a school aid hike over Exon’s objec­ 
tions. But the budget bill gave the governor one 
last opportunity to head off the increase. 
In Wednesday’s veto message. Exon said 
arguments that the boost in state assistance will 
hold down local property taxes are a hoax. 
The $20 million will simply increase taxes and 
increase school spending, he argued. 
The past lesson in Nebraska and other states 
is that "the more state aid is increased, the more 
school spending is increased,’’ he declared. 
Exon also scolded supporters of the proposal 
for drafting it in such a way as to attempt to pre­ 
vent the people from attacking the measure 
through a referendum. 
The $20 million was restored without debate. 
Other minor reductions of nearly $52,000 in 
the huge $644 million budget bill were sustained 
An Appropriations Committee challenge of a 


$27,353 reduction in funding for the Nebraska 
('ommission on the Status of Women was turned 
back on a 24-24 vote. 
Exon won some and lost some on other budget 
vetoes. 
The Legislature voted 37-8 to override his 
objections to nearly $600,000 in appropriations 
contained in the budget bill for legislative 
operations. 
But about $500,000 of that amount represented 
a reappropriation of funds. 
Most of the governor’s capital construction 
vetoes were left unchallenged, including $500,000 
to begin construction of a $1.7 million trusty dor­ 
mitory addition at the Penitentiary, a $723,000 cut 
in proposed funding for campus utilities at the 
University of Nebraska and a $100,000 slice from 
proposed renovations at NU campuses. 
It took two attempts to do it, but $160,000 in 
vetoed funding for planning the State Historical 
Society's new heritage center was restored on a 
32-14 vote. 
Senators also voted to restore $25,000 in plan­ 
ning funds for an architectural complex and $15,- 
000 in planning funds for a theatre arts facility, 
both on NU's downtown Lincoln campus. 
The architectural funding won 33-7 approval, 
and the theatre arts was restored on a 30-14 tally. 


The llnicameral voted 32-12 to restore the Ap­ 
propriations Committee’s specific earmarking of 
funds for rehabilitation programs administered 
by the Department of Correctional Services. 
In other veto action, senators re-enacted a 
number of bills over the governor’s objections. 
LB46, which would require the attorney 
general to seek a court ruling on the question of 
unconstitutionality of a law if a state officer 
refuses to implement it relying on the attorney 
general’s advice, was brought back to life on a 35- 
13 vote.

Carter attacks ‘selfish interests’ 


Washington (U Pl) — Attacking the 
"selfish interests’’ of organized big 
business. President Carter Wednesday 
urged Congress to create an agency for con­ 
sumer protection providing the average 
citizen an equal voice in government. 


"More than 100 businesses have seen the 
advisability of supporting this legislation,’’ 
Carter told a rally of 200 of the agency’s 
long-time supporters called to open a 
counterattack against opposition in 
Congress. 


"Individual businesses are fair and they 
are not afraid,’’ Carter said, but "unfor­ 
tunately when business leaders organize 
they lose that individual commitment to the 
customer ... I think there is a separation 
between what individual leaders express 
and what their spokesmen express on 
Capitol Hill.’’ 


"Lobbyists have come out of the 
woodwork and the Congress is under intense 


pressure," (.'arter said, noting many 
members of Congress apparently were not 
afraid to back the bill so long as the 
previous two presidents threatened to veto 
It 


He tokl the rally that "selfish interests" 
have put out "misinformation” about the

Legislation to create the agency barely 
cleared the House Government Operations 
Committee in mid-May, 22 to 21, and is 
awaiting a decision by the Rules Committee 
whether to send it to the House floor.

The agency, to be headed by an ad­ 
ministrator appointed by the president,

Executions for Erwin Charles Simants, Richard Dean Holtan 
and John Edward Rust were delayed until further notice by the 
court The executions were scheduled for a five-day period in late 
June and early July 
Attorneys of the three men had requested the stays because 
they plan to ask the U.S. Supreme Court to review the cases. 
Keith Bystrom, attorney for Simants, said he will file for a 
writ of certiorari, or an order of review, with the federal high 
court by next week 
Stan Krieger, attorney for Holtan and Rust, said he would 
request Thursday a 60-day extension from the federal court in 
order to prepare the appeal Krieger currently has until June 15, 
90 days after the state court ordered the executions, to file the 
appeal. 
Krieger said he thought the federal court would grant the 
extension since it would be the first requested in the case, and 
because the court will not consider any new cases until fall. The 
U S Supreme Court is now in summer recess. 
Sen Ernest Chambers of Omaha, who introduced a bill in the 
Legislature that would have abolished capital punishment, said 
he was relieved to hear the slay had been granted, even though he 
had expected it. 
Chambers had asked that the Legislature hold over the 
capital puni.shment bill until next session, when it looked like the 
bill would be killed. He said at the time that the three men would 
nut be executed before the next session begins in January

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Berkeley, Calif. (AP) — Municipal Court 
Judge George Brunn thinks he has found a way 
to keep jurors from getting bored during dull, 
uneventful legal proceedings in his courtroom. 
He lets them question witnesses. 


“ Perhaps the idea came to me when I was 
watching some bored jurors,” the veteran 
jurist said. “ I thought they might not look so 
bored if they participated in the courtroom.” 
Reaction from defense and prosecution at­ 
torneys has been mixed. Some resent sur­ 
rendering control of their cases. Others see it 
as an opportunity to judge which way the jury 
is leaning. 
” My concern was making the whole process 
better and clearer for the jurors,” Brunn. a 
judge for 11 years, said recently in an inter­ 
view. “ In most cases, they have to just sit 
there and get a less-than-perfect view of what 
is going on.” 
“ I prefer to try my own case,” said Alameda 
Asst. Dist. Atty. John Baldwin. “ We’ve dis­ 


cussed the practice. Sure, I’ve gotten some 
complaints about it.” 
^ 
“ I tend to shy away from the practice, 
added Deputy Dist. Atty. Vern Nakshara. who 
said that while he can play to the jurors based 
on questions they may ask in court, there was 
the possibility of being hurt by misleading 
statements. 
"There also is the danger of them asking lots 
of interesting questions that have no relevancy 
in the case,” said Nakshara. “They have 
enough trouble focusing on the issues in the 
case as it is.” 
But Asst. Public Defender Roger Patton 
usually favors the practice of have jurors in­ 
terrogate witnesses. 
“ It may be dangerous, but in my experience, 
I felt It was fine.” he said. “ The jury was get­ 
ting closer to the truth as my client saw it” 
Both sides worry that objecting to a juror’s 
question, no matter how irrelevant or contrary 
to the rules of evidence, might prejudice the 
jury against them.

The court's di.ssenters agreed with 
government attorneys and six different 
lower courts that the practical results 
of such immunity is to “ lock in’’ 
minority employes to lower-paying and 
less-desirable jobs. 
.Justices Thurgood Marshall and 
William J Brennan Jr. said the court’s 
ruling would mean that equal employ­ 
ment opportunities for a full generation 
ot minority workers will remain a "dis­ 
tant dream” 
The majority, however, interpreted 
the 1964 act as reflecting Congress’ in­ 
tention not to disturb legitimate 
seniority lists 


Justice Potter Stewart, in writing for 
the majority, said Congress outlawed 
only seniority systems based on dis- 
erimination 


The court's decision did provide a 
partial victory for minority workers 
and civil rights advocates. 
The court said retroactive seniority 
could be won by individuals who proved 
they wanted certain j(jbs but (lid not 
apply because they believed it 
pointless. 
In such cases also, seniority systems 
would be left intact if found to be non- 
discriminatory. 


Chicago (A P ) — A Chicago school 
superintendent, upset that many of his eighth- 
grade pupils couldn’t read better than a sixth- 
grade level, has decided to keep more than half 
the students in eighth grade again next year 


“ When I took a look at the reading scores,” 
said Albert A. Briggs, " I blew my top” 
Briggs, superintendent of School District 9, 
said Wedne.sday that 678 of the 1,289 eighth 
graders in 16 schools in the district failed to 
score a minimum 6.5 on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 
Officials said the national norm at the end of 
the eighth grade is 9 8 on the standard reading 


test. Last year the average for eighth graders 
throughout Chicago was 6.8. 
Briggs said there had been almost no 
adverse reaction from parents in his district, 
which includes many poor inner city 
neighborhoods, because the reading problem 
had been recognized more than a year ago. 


Briggs said that in .March 1975 he set 6.5 as a 
cutoff mark for graduation after examining 
reading levels at Crane High School, where 
most of District 9’s pupils attend. The 6.5 level 
is roughly the equivalent of reading com­ 
prehension expected in the middle of the sixth 
grade.

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Energy issue splits conference 
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P a ris (A P ) — The 27 -nation con­ 
feren ce on in tern a tio n a l econom ic 
cooperation split on the issue of energy 
ea rly Thursday , stalling efforts to devise 
way s of closing the gap between rich and 
poor countries. 


A bloc of 19 underdeveloped and oil- 
producing nations rejected a proposal by 
the industrialized countries to create a 
permanent group that would handle the 
energy question. U.S. spoiiesman Hod- 
ding C a rter I II and other conference 
sources said. 


Secretary of State Cy rus Vance left 
ea rly Thursday , say ing he had com­ 
mitments in the United States, and put 
U ndersecreta ry 
Richa rd 
Cooper 
in 
charge of the U.S. delegation. 
A European source said he understood 
the rich and poor nations planned to issue 
.separate statements reflecting that the 
conference was “ if not a fa ilu re, 
something close to it." 
A counterproposal on the energy issue 
was unacceptable to some of the eight in­ 
dustrialized nations a t the conference, 
known as 
the 
North-South dialogue. 
C a rter said the United States had not 
taken a fina l position. 


The energy disagreement came as 
delegates reported nnovement toward an 
ov era ll settlement on how to approach 
econom ic prob lem s sep a ra tin g the 
“ ha ve" and "ha v e-not" nations. 
C a rter said sev era l of the other 
developed nations were ready to quit the 
conference if the developing countries 
did not modify their positions on the 
energy issue. 
Th e co nference, w hich began 18 
months ago, was to have ended a t noon 
Wednesday a fter a three-day session 
attended by foreign ministers. 
Negotiations on the counterproposal 
continued 
into T h u rsd a y m orning, 
however, with a plena ry session still to 
be held if a resolution could be found. 
There was no new tim eta ble for adjourn­ 
ment. 


The three scheduled day s were marked 
by confusion and frustra tion, leading one 
industrial delegation head to say the 
meeting had become "a shambles." 
In the ea rly hours Thursday , some 
foreign ministers sat in the delegate 
lounge in shirtsleeves, waiting listlessly 
as

Before the crisis over energy , the con­ 
ference had reached tenta tive a gree­

Ham ilton W hy te, a spokesman for the 
European Economic Community , said 
those two accords alone had given "a 
fa ir chance for a full agreement" on how 
to approach world economic problems.

The Politburo is the most importa nt policy -making body in 
the Soviet Union 
The latest speech was delivered Tuesday a t the Krem lin as 
Zhivkov received the Order of Lenin and a Gold Star Hero 
Medal 
Zhivkov said ‘‘My feelings a re even stronger because I am 
receiving the (iold Star and Order of Lenin here in the Krem lin 


directly from y our hands, dear Leonid Ily ich, from the hands of 
the leader of the Communist Pa rty and the Soviet state, from 
the one who is continuing the heritage of the great Lenin and to 
whom a ll progressive mankind is looking with hope and trust." 
Although the significance of the published speech was un­ 
certa in, Podgorny 's complete disappearance from protocol 
functions and the press since his rem ova l from the Politburo 
has led to increased speculation he also was dropped as presi­ 
dent in preparation for a Brezhnev takeover. 


As president, Podgorny norm a lly would have presented 
Zhivkov with the medals. 
Soviet authorities also have 
revised the wording of 
messages to other heads of state, leaving off the names of 
Soviet leaders. Decrees of the presidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
which the president heads, have been published without 
signatures.

Authority still matter 
of making right decision 


As the mayor and City Council dis­ 
cuss their related and independent 
responsibilities, they would do well to 
keep in mind that the human equation is 
still the most important one they have to 
deal with. Failure to recognize this may 
explain some of the past hassles between 
the legislative and executive branches. 


One of the sticky parts of that 
relationship, in the eyes of Councilman 
Bob Sikyta, has to do with the respon­ 
sibility and. perhaps, loyalties of city 
department heads. Sikyta is concerned 
over whether department heads give the 
(Tty Council their honest professional 
opinion or merely mouth the ad­ 
ministrative policies of Mayor Helen 
Boosalis. 


There just isn't any way to complete­ 
ly solve that kind of a question. For one 
thing, what is policy and what is 
professional opinion"^ Any department 
head ought to carry out the final 
decisions of the administrative branch of 
government, ultimately the decisions of 
the mayor. 


But no department head worth his 
salt would meekly mouth a policy he con­ 
sidered to be a breach of his professional 
conviction We cannot believe that even 
the mayor would advocate otherwise, 
despite her strong belief in the solidarity 
of administrative positions. 


The obvious need and justification 
for administrative unity always need to 
be tempered by the light of reality. 
Anyone tempted to approach too hard a 
line in the mayor’s office should 
remember some words by columnist 
Anthony Lewis in a recent article about 
former President Nixon. 
“ The extreme was reached by 
Nixon,” wrote Lewis, “ who treated dis­ 
agreement with his policy as a form of 
subversion to be repressed by any 
method that he declared necessary. He 
introduced to the White House the 
maxim that Boss Frank Hague used to 
apply in Jersey City: “ I am the law.’ ” 


Any city administration under our 
form of government may run the risk of 
becoming dictatorial, with all the abuses 
of government that this invites. But a 
city without a strong central administra­ 
tion is simply at sea and cannot serve the 
public’s needs. 


The system of checks and balances 
and divisions of authority is all a part of 
the risk we take. In doing so, we rely 
upon the good faith and intelligence of 
those we elect to public office. 
W'ho is the boss in City Hall should 
not really be that big a matter of debate. 
With understanding and mutual respect, 
even the mayor and council should be 
able to get along reasonably well. 


Somebody always has e dge 


In another of what seems like an 
endle.ss round of such matters, the com­ 
mander of allied air forces in central 
Furope has noted that Soviet military 
power has gone far beyond the need for 
self-protection. The Warsaw Pact, said 
the U S general, could launch a surprise 
attack with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization unable to provide an effec­ 
tive first response 
No doubt his remarks will be further 
tuel for the advocates of more and more 
military spending While we are in no 
position to really challenge the general, 
we fail to .see how the world military 
situation could ever be exactly equal 
among all countries 
One would be a little foolish to think 
that this nation has not exceeded its 
defensive needs in military affairs. 
What, for that matter, are your defen­ 
sive needs, if you argue that the best 
deien.se is a go^ offense? 
The important thing is that if the 
U S . Russia and the rest of the world 
continue constantly to have an edge 
militarily on the other guy, that old 


cancer of escalation will never be 
avoided. 
We believe that the current ad­ 
ministration in the White House has the 
right idea — that at some time the 
nations of the world are going to have to 
find something other than military 
hardware to rely upon and to sustain 
them. Human rights and the dignity of 
man are two cornerstones of this White 
House concept and they are not bad for 
openers. 
That isn't to say that we turn all our 
swords into plowshares or that we ignore 
the military position of unfriendly 
nations but we do have to begin 
promoting some other kind of considera­ 
tion if we are ever going to escape the 
ravages of endless arms buildups. How 
welcome it would be if war were not now 
a prominent last resort in the minds of 
Middle Fast countries 
Somehow, that state of mind needs 
altering Somehow, another means of 
settling differences needs to be 
developed It may appear to be impossi­ 
ble but you never know if you never try

Queen’s Jubilee, and predicts 
he will get a workable third- 
round wages policy, that there 
will be no election this year, 
that the Liberals will stick 
with Labor, and that Labor will 
be returned to power next 
year 
Peter Jay, the newly ap­ 
pointed British ambassador to 


the United States, takes a 
more cautious view on his first 
day at the Foreign Office, but 
he sees the Labor Party in the 
process of rejuvenation, and 
the industrial world working 
toward a more stable 
economic order under the 
leadership of the United 
States. 
For the moment, however, 
politics is scarcely Britain’s 
favorite subject. It is Derby 
time. Strawberries a re in 
season. The shops in Mayfair 
are full of wedding hats in rain­ 
bow colors, as if even 
marriage were making a 
come-back, and here and there 
some of the old black London 
taxicabs, still the best in the 
world, have been painted a 
bright maroon. 
There is still a lot of 
obstinate 
clinging 
to 
everything that’s out of date 
and a nuisance, but at least the 
monarchy is spared for the 
time being. The Queen has 
presided here during the 
hardest 25 years in this cen­ 
tury, and is still smiling her 
way through crowds at the 
opera and the races. 
One is tempted to say that 
Lord Acton was only half right, 
and that it is not only power 
but the absence of power that 
corrupts, but for these next 
few weeks, the British will be 
thinking happier thoughts. 
They will be going to the 
horses and the concerts and 
maybe to the plays at ^e 
National, if plumbers go back 
to work. And after these past 
25 years, they deserve all the 
fun they can get.

Washington — Menachem 
Begin, whose Likud Party won 
the recent Israeli elections, 
was speaking fact when he 
stated that the West Bank of 
the Jordan H iver was 
•'liberated” territory and "our 
land " 
Hv any reasonable reading of 
history, the West Bank does 
belong to the Jews, however 
convenient pundits and State 
Department types may find it 
to Ignore the facts. 
(1) Under the Balfour 
Declaration, the British com­ 
mitted themselves to the 
restoration of Palestine as a 
Jewish .National Homeland 
(21 Palestine comprised all 
of what IS now Israel and Jor­ 
dan 
both banks of the Jor­ 
dan 
(3) The League of Nations 
gave the British a mandate 
over Palestine For colonialist 
reasons, the British unilateral­ 
ly chop{M*d off two-thirds of 
Palestine to create the 
Kingdom of Transjordan 
'4i Contrary to Us pUnJged 
word and to its responsibilities 
under the League of Nations 
mandate, Britain did its ut­ 
most to prevent the establish­ 
ment of a Jewish state in what 
remained of Palestine 
(It may be noted that after 
World War I, in liliy. a British 
commission declared that the 
Sinai jM'ninsula was neither 
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ethnically nor historically 
Egyptian and included it as 
part of the projec'ted Jewish 
National Homeland I 
(5) In 1947, the United 
Nations proposed a jigsaw par­ 
tition of what remained of 
Palestine which gave a sub­ 
stantial part of it to the Arabs, 
most of whom had migrated 
there after World War 1, at­ 
tracted by the higher wages 
and living standards brought 
by the Zionists. 
(6) The Jews sadly accepted 
the partition, but the Arabs 
turned it down Egypt and 
Transjordan 
invaded 
Palestine The Egyptians were 
routed, holding on only to the 
(laza Strip which they turned 
into what has been described 
as "a concentration camp for 
Palestinians " The Bntish- 
trained Transjordan army 
.s«*ized what is now called the 
West Bank. They were being 
pushed out when, as usual, the 
U N imposed a cease-fire. 
(7 1 ( hanging its name to 
Jordan, Transjordan incor- 
|»orated what it had seized by 
military conquest into its 
territory, barred the Jews 
from iheir holy places in 
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Jerusalem, destroyed the an­ 
cient Jewish quarter, and used 
Jewish gravestones to pave 
public toilets 
(8) In 1967, Israel was at­ 
tacked by Egypt, Jordan and 
Syria The Israelis drove back 
the Jordanians to their legal 
borders, seized the Uolan 
Heights which had been used 


systematically to shell Israel, 
and pushed the Egyptians back 
to the Suez Canal 
It should be remembered 
that 
the 
“ legitim ate 
asp irations” 
of 
the 
Palestinians were satisfied 
when the British gave them 
two-thirds of Palestine 
But for the duplicity of the 


British and the Communist- 
Arab stranglehold on the 
United Nations, there would be 
no problem today in the Middle 
East. 
But there are no grounds for 
indignation when Begin says 
that the West Bank is "our 
land” or that it was 
"liberated” by Israel. He is 
expressing what most Israelis 
feel, however ready they may 
be to bow to American 
pressure 
From a practical 
standpoint, they would be 
willing to give up what is now 
theirs in return for sincere 
guarantees of peace and a 
relief from the military expen­ 
ditures which are slowly 
destroying the Is ra e li 
economy. 
Menachem Begin spoke out 
of national pride and national 
sentiment. 
But he IS aware that 
American support of Israel is 
vital for Its survival — and that 
under an inexperienced and 
headstrong American presi­ 
dent, it can be withdrawn at 
any time. 
Some Israelis were upset 
over Begin s words only 
because they live in fear that 
they will be cast aside by the 
United States — which speaks 
volumes about the nature of 
America's "m orar’ com­ 
mitments.

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Policeman held 
for wifos death

A 31-year*oId Lincoln 
policeman was arraigned in 
Lancaster County Court 
Wednesday morning on 
charges of first degree murder 
in the shooting death of his 
wife earlier in the morning. 


William J. Welsh III was 
charged with the shooting of 
his wife, Christine Duryea 
Welsh, 26, apparently 
following a domestic argument 
at their 5125 Linden St. home 
about 1:20 a.m. Wednesday. 
Judge Robert Camp ordered 
Welsh held without bond and 
set a preliminary hearing for 
next Thursday at 3:30 p m. 


Welsh was accompanied by 
his attorney, Don Witt, County 
Attorney Ron Lahners and 
three police officers when he 
entered the courtroom. Camp 
asked if he understood the 
charges and the penalty (life in 
prison or the death sentence) 
and Welsh said he did. 
Apparently in an attempt, 
to avoid newsmen and a fairly 
large crowd of spectators, 
Welsh was escorted down a 
rarely used stairway from the 
courtroom and returned to the 
city jail. He is being “ kept 
apart from other prisoners,” 
according to Lahners. 
Police said they received a 
911 emergency call from the 
Welsh residence reporting that 
someone had been shot. When 
they arrived they found Welsh, 
his wife, her sister and the 
couple's 8-year-old daughter. 
Mrs. Welsh was rushed to 
Bryan Memorial Hospital 
where she died about an hour 
later. Welsh offered no 
resistance when arrested, 
police added. 
Following the arraignment, 
Lahners said that Welsh and 
his wife had apparently had an 
argument and that Welsh shot 
her with a .25 caliber 
automatic 
She was “ shot 
more than once,” Lahners 
said, noting that he observed at 
least three bullet holes in her 
head and one in her right arm. 
But he said he was uncertain 
how many of those were entry 


wounds and how many were 
exit holes. An autopsy is being 
performed. 


Mrs. Welsh’s sister, Mary 
Beth Duryea, 22, who has been 
living with the couple, ap­ 
parently made the 911 call, 
Lahners said, adding that she 
was jn the house "in another 
room” and heard the argument 
and the gunshots. 


The couple's daughter, 
Katheryn, was also in the 
house but was asleep at the 
time of the shooting, Lahners 
added. She has since been sent 
to Humboldt to stay with her 
maternal grandparents, he 
said. 
\ 
Lahner’s explained that his 
decision to file first degree 
murder charges was based on 
“ the facts of the case as we un­ 
derstand them.” He said 
because Welsh is a police of­ 
ficer it was decided to 
“ separate him from the other 
prisoners in the jail.” 
But, Lahners said, the fact 
that both Welsh and his wife (a 
Lancaster County sheriff’s dis­ 
patcher) were law enforce­ 
ment personnel will have no 
“ special bearing on the case" 
or result in any “ special 
handling.” 
Security measures taken 
in the courtroom Wednesday 
were the outgrowth of a 
February incident when 
members of the family of a 
murder victim caused a distur­ 
bance during a hearing for the 
alleged murderer, Lahners 
added 
Welsh has been a police 
cruiser officer since October 
1975. He graduated from the 
University of Nebraska, had 
worked as a police officer in 
Virginia and was an Army 
helicopter pilot in Vietnam. 
His parents live in Washington, 
D C.. Lahners said. 
A Dec, 19.1974,-Lincoln Star 
story told about a unique hobby 
that Welsh turned into an 
avocation, gag writing He was 
quoted as saying, "People 
laugh at me. They say, ‘You’re 
crazy. Bill,’ but I try to think of 
everything in a humorous 
vein”

From others, he said, he’s been offered $2,- 
000 “ speaking” engagements — at which he 
need only listen — he said. 
He targeted Carter in response to a Question 


about the administration’s proposal to create a 
consumer protection agency. 
“ I don’t know what the President was 
smoking,” he said. 
The U.S. Senate should protect consumer in­ 
terests, he said. If an agency were created, he 
said, a $40 million building would be con­ 
structed to house it and "It will be built too 
large so they will have to hire more people to 
fill it,” he said. 
Zorinsky, whose criticisms of the Senate 
have included appraisals of his colleagues, said 
Nebraska critics who contend his out­ 
spokenness is hurting his effectiveness as a 
Senator are wrong 
“ If anything, it’s had the reverse effect. I’m 
like E.F. Hutton,” he said, referring to the 
television advertisements of a stock brokerage 
firm. “ When I say something, they listen. 
“ They think. ‘Gee, this guy is going to say 
something about me.’ ”

A local inventor has found that 
working seven years on a creation, 
then spending about $1,200 to get it 
patented is the easiest part of 
achieving success. 
‘‘A patent doesn’t do any good un­ 
less the product can get on the 
market,’’ said Richard Pearce, a 47- 
year-old inventor who has patented an 
easy-to-use trash and grass bagger. 


f^earce said he worked on the inven­ 
tion for years and after months of 
legal juggling, searching and red 
tape, received a federal patent from 
the U.S. Patent Office in Washington, 
DC. 


The patent registers Pearce’s 
design exclusively to him. No one else 
can reproduce it without his permis­ 
sion 


“ I’ve found several companies that 
would like to produce it, but 
marketing it, getting people in­ 
terested in it, is going to be tough,” 
Pearce said. 
“ One company wanted $1,800 from 
me and then a percentage of whatever 
profit I’d make," he said. “ That 
didn’t turn me on. If they’d taken 
some risk with me I'd have given 
them some consideration.” 


Now, he’s corresponding with 
several companies that are showing 
interest in his mechanism. 
His invention is a simple, two-piece 
package that takes in some com­ 
plicated physics concepts. Pearce is 
an experimental mechanic with 
Cushman OMC. 


The invention consists of what 
appears to be an inverted trash can 
with the bottom removed and a 


plastic ring that goes around it about 
one-third of the way from the top. 
The wide end of the bagger is fitted 
into a large trash bag, the ring is 
placed around the bag on the outside. 
“ The heavier the bag gets, the 
tighter the ring pulls,’’ Pearce 
explained 
When the bag is full, the cone- 
shaped bagger, with handles a few in­ 
ches from the top, is pulled out easily. 
“ The concept works because of the 
physical aspects of a cone,’’ Pearce 
said "The second I pull it out of the 
bag. the sides are moving away from 
the grass or trash that's in the bag. 
"If the bagger were straight, it 
would have friction ali the way up. 
With the cone, there’s one tug and it 
comes right out,” Pearce said. 
In addition to the years spent on the 
plastic bagger, Pearce has invested 
about $2,000 developing it. “ I’d like to 


make a metal one," he said,” but 
tooling would have cost another 


$ 10 ,000.” 
The idea came to him after seeing 
other trash and grass bag holders 
which had too many drawbacks. 


“ One company makes a metal ring 
that holds the bags, but they can bend 
or the bag can fall off. And the stuff 
you put in them can punch holes in the 
sides . . . I just saw something that 
needed improving,” Pearce said. 


When Pearce finished the invention 
he began the tedious patenting 
process which eventually cost him 
more than $1,000, he said. 
A patent attorney cautioned that 
only a molecularly small percentage 
of private inventors ever find 
someone 
to 
market 
their 
brainchildren 
Pearce gave him the go-ahead. 


He hired a patent draftsman to do a 
diagram drawing required by the pa­ 
tent office. Then came the time- 
consuming and expensive patent 
search in which patent records are 
examined to find if the same inven­ 
tion IS on the books somewhere else. 


“ It’s something everyone seeking a 
patent has to do,” F’earce said. 
He still needs to sell his discovery, 
but he says he’s an inventor, not a 
.salesman. “ I should be out beating 
the brush, but I don’t like to sell,” 
Pearce said. 


About 30 baggers are in use in Lin­ 
coln. “ I sell them for about $5 a 
piece,” he said. “ That’s my cost. 
Pearce said he has about six other 
inventions on the drawing board, but 
doesn’t feel he can handle the expense 
of producing them until his first one 
gets a start.

Bu ck ner isn’t a political analy st, he is an 
officer on special assignment to insu re the 
secu rity of the meeting room, and the safety of 
the cou ncil members and pu blic. He started 
this d u ty in the fall of 19 75, abou t the same 
time a special alarm was installed behind the 
cou ncil table 
His early search of the premises inclu d es a 
"check for bombs, or other paraphernalia," he 
said "I also look for any record ing d ev ices 1 
d on t think belong, " he ad d ed 


The presence of a u niformed officer at 
cou ncil meetings is d ictated in city ord inances, 
accord ing to Assistant Police Chief Dean 
Leitner "We lik e to hav e people k now he’s 
there, ju st to av ert trou ble," he said 
In more than a y ear, Bu ck ner can cite only 
two incid ents which cou ld hav e spelled trou ble 
"This gu y came in and sat in the front row 
and priK'eedo d to clean his nails with a 
ca rptd 
k nife," he said "I got u p and mov ed ov er to 
the seat nex t to him, and he q u it. ” 
The other inv olv ed what cou ld hav e been a 
bomb, d isgu ised as a Christmas pack age. 
The C hristm as tree in the cou ncil 
chambers had a bu nch of pack ages, brightly 
wrapped bu t empty , u nd erneath it. "1 check ed 
ev ery one of those before each meeting,” 
Bu ck ner said . 
One particu lar Mond ay he fou nd a heav y 
one "1 called the bu ild ing m anager and had 


him seal off the stairw ells," he said . Then he 
and other officers ru shed the pack age into the 
stairwell and opened it. 
"It was fu ll of old biKik s,” Bu ck ner said , 
ex plaining that gifts wrapped for the tree in the 
Cou nty -('ity Bu ild ing lobby were filled with old 
book s to k eep them heav y , so "people wou ld n’t 
be k ick ing them u p and d own the halls.”

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Schmit defends 
NPPD contract

Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood lashed out Wednesday at 
what he termed a politically motivated attack on his integrity 
caused by leaks from a grand jury probe of the Nebraska Public 
Power District (NPPD), 
The grand jury has subpoenaed records from a helicopter 
business Schmit formerly owned. During an ice storm in 1976, 
Schmit's firm contracted to help repair downed NPPD power 
lines 
Speaking on a point of personal privilege, Schmit said there 
was nothing improper about the contract. He said NPPD ap­ 
proached him, and that his company received the contract 
without bids because the urgency of the situation did not allow 
time for the normal bidding process. 
"The contract was a profitable one for me," Schmit 
acknowledged He pointed out he supplied experienced per­ 
sonnel to work with the power district in the emergency, and 
that the job was done in less time than originally had been es­ 
timated 
After the emergency, a separate NPPD study showed that 
Schmit's charges were in line with what other companies would 
have charged 
Schmit said that his opponent in the last election questioned 
his work for NPPD and received the business records on the 
job 
The senator added that an Omaha paper’s accounts of the 
grand jury's subpoena had been slanted so that his answers to 
questions of impropriety were deleted. 
Neligh Sen. John DeCamp also received a subpoena, Schmit 
said, because the two arc personal friends. 
"That's the most deplorable reason for a subpoena I can im­ 
agine," Schmit said. 
The grand jury has subpoenaed members of the NPPD 
board reportedly to testify about allegations of pay-offs to 
senators Reports of the investigation, and some testimony, has 
been leaked sporadically to the news media. 
“ Drand jury proceedings are supposed to be secret," 
Schmit noted, adding that the information about him was 
supplied by political opponents, whom he refused to name. 
When Schmit rose to address the Legislature on his point of 
personal privilege, Lt Gov Gerald Whelan first suggested that 
he defend himself in the news media But Omaha Sen. Ernest 
Chambers agreed that Schmit should have the right to address 
his critics 
Whelan gave Schmit the floor when other senators indicated 
they thought Schmit should have a chance to speak 
Senators shift spots 
to replace Swigart

Brennan got Swigart's slot on the Banking Committee and 
Cullan will take Brennan's position on the Public Health and

J, James Exon to take 
Swigart's legislative seat will inherit Cullan’s previous com­ 
mittee appointments. The new senator will serve on the 
Judiciary, and the Constitutional Revision and Recreation com­

Tfie Legislature Wednesday passed a bill to insure that each 
Nebraskan gets a $20 food sales tax credit on next year’s income 
tax returns 
Milligan Sen Richard Maresh's LB431 passed 37-10 
Earlier in the session senators passed LB30 raising the credit 
from $16 to $20. But State Tax Commissioner William Peters 
said an error in wording would not allow the higher credit until 
1979 tax returns are filed. 
Thereafter, senators gutted LB431, inserted corrected lan­ 
guage and sent it hurriedly to final reading. Earlier Wednes­ 
day, opponents of the higher credit and senators who said they 
did not believe LB431 necessary to raise the credit collaborated 
to reject early final reading of the bill, on a vote of 29-16 with 30 
votes needed. 
At that time Maresh said Peters had said the Revenue De­ 
partment possibly could have a hearing and raise the credit by 
an administrative rule, because the legislature's intent was 
clear But Maresh continued to urge passage of LB431 as insur­ 
ance 
Sen John DeCamp of Neligh, an opponent of the credit boost,

The Knoxville Sox, a Class AA farm team of the Chicago 
White Sox, announced Wednesday the 38-year-old former Yan­ 
kee hurler has been dropped from its roster. 
"We took him off the roster yesterday and put on a younger 
player," said Neil Ridley, president of the Knoxville Southern 
League franchise. 
Bouton, author of "Ball Four,” turned down a 165,000 offer 
as a network sports broadcaster earlier this year for a tryout 
at the White Sox spring training camp. 
But the fast ball that earned him a 21-7 season for the Yan­ 
kees in 1963 was long gone and the knuckleball he used in its 
place produced a 0-6 record in eight starts here. 
With an earned run average of 5.85, Bouton slipped from the 
starting rotation of the cellar-dwelling Knoxville club and was 
sent to the bullpen two weeks ago. 
"He had asked for the opportunity in the spring and Bill 
Veeck (the While Sox owner) gave him one,” said Roland He- 
mond, the Chicago club’s personnel director. "W e’re sorry it 
didn’t work out with us. Had he done better, we would have 
likiHl him to come up here.” 
Hemond said club officials talked about the possibility of 
moving Bouton to another farm team but instead decided to 
relaase him. 
"We decided that doesn’t help him any and that at this time 
it might be better for him to be a free agent,” Hemond said.

Charlotte, N.C. (U PI) - The 1977 Kemper 
Open Golf Tournament begins Thursday with 
the fairway on the Quail Hollow Country Club 
Course turned brown by the winter freeze and 
soggy by recent rain.

Norfolk (AP) — Proponents and opponents of 
the O’Neill-Norden Dam Irrigation Project dis­ 
agreed Wednesday over whether a report on 
pollution of underground water in the area 
shows the controversial project would help or 
hurt the situation. 
Robert W arrick of Meadow Grove, 
Nebraska Sierra Club president, said that if the 
project is built and more land irrigated, more 
water carrying polluting nitrogen fertilizers 
would seep into the underground supply. 
But Alfred Drayton of O’Neill, president of 
the Niobrara Basin Irrigation District and 
the North Central Nebraska Reclamation 
District, said the added water would replenish 
the diminishing acquifer and dilute the 
pollutants. 
The report, on Holt County water quality, 
was released last week by the Conservation 
and Survey Division of the University of 
Nebraska. The survey was conducted last fall. 


The survey found 20 per cent of the wells 
sampled in the Atkinson-O’Neill area had con­ 
centrations of nitrates above the 10- 
milligram-per-liter (mpl) limit set by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 
In areas that would be irrigated by water 
from 
the O’Neill project, concentrations 
ranged as high as 28 3 mpl — almost triple the 
Health Service limits. 


The report said the nitrates filter into the 


acquifer from center pivot-irrigated corn 
fields. According to the report, 50 per cent of 
all nitrogen applied to crops trickles into the 
ground water. 
The concentrations are increasing by 1.1 mpl 
a year, the report said. 
Warrick said in a letter to the Daily News, 
“ Not only has the area been contaminated by 
the improper use of fertilizer, but the irriga­ 
tion project planned will most certainly com­ 
pound the problem by supplying additional 
water, thus increasing the need for additional 
nitrogen fertilizer to raise corn under center 
pivot irrigation” 
Drayton said in an interview with the 
newspaper, “ It’s not true. Just the opposite 
will happen” 
Drayton said the report shows the project 
would transport clean water from the Nio­ 
brara River into the area, dilute the nitrogen in 
the ground water and flush it out. 
He said the imported water would raise the 
water table and that springs now dry would be­ 
gin to flow again. 
“ The tests came out at a very good time. It’s 
just what we needed,” Drayton said. 
In March. U.S. District Court Judge Warren 
Urbom ordered the project halted until 
deficiencies in the environmental statement 
were corrected. One of Urbom’s objections 
was that the statement did not address possible 
effects of the project on ground water quality 
in the area.

Nebraska to get power lanes 
from Laramie River Station 
Cheyenne, Wyo. (AP) — The Wyoming 
Public Service Commission Wednesday 
authorized construction of two power corridors 
to Colorado and two to Nebraska from the 
giant Laramie River Station generating plant 
near Wheatland. Wyo. 
The Lincoln Electric System will own 
13 37f) of the 1.5-million kilowatt power 
generating complex that is under construction 
near Wheatland. The LES share translates into 
about 200,0(X) kilowatts of power. 
The f’SC’s order on the four corridors 
follows an earlier decision in which the PSC 
allowed construction of another corridor from 
the Laramie River Station plant to Pacific 
flower and Light Company’s Dave Johnston 
Plant near Glenrock 


The first corridor and the four approved 
Wednesday would carry power from the giant 
coal-fired, 1,500-megawatt generating plant, 
which is operated by the Missouri Basin Power 
Project, 
Two 345 kilovolt lines would run from the 
plant to Colorado, terminating at Ault and 
Story. Additionally, the PSC allowed construc­ 
tion of 230 kilovolt and 345 kilovolt lines to 
Stegal, Neb. and another 345 kilovolt line to 
Sidney, Neb 
In its decision, the PSC stipulated that it be 
apprised of the dates for construction and com­ 
pletion of the lines and that no changes exten­ 
ding the lines outside the proposed rights-of- 
way be made without consulting the commis­ 
sion

Argentine army kills 
16 guerrilla leaders 


Buenos Aires, Argentina (UPI) - The 
Argentine army announced Wednesday it killed 
16 guerrilla leaders in a shootout at a surbur- 
ban mansion last week and smashed their plot 
to unite five Marxist groups under one 
revolutionary banner. 
An army communique said government 
forces encircled a tree-shaded, chalet-style 
house where the leftists were meeting in Monte 
Grande. 18 miles south of the capital, early in 
the morning of May 24 
Two guards sitting in a parked car spotted 
the ambushers and opened fire, touching off 
the worst gunbattle this year in Argentina’s 
guerrilla war. Neighbors said security forces 
peppered the front of the house for 30 minutes 
with hundreds of rounds of ammunition. 
Twelve men and four women were killed, 
the army said, but several other guerrillas es­ 
caped in the confusion. Some of them were in­ 
jured, It said, "judging by the trails of blood 
found in the area” 
The communique said the dead included 
"important chieftains" of five "Marxist 


bands” — the Castroite Peoples Revolutionary 
Army, known as ERP, the leftist Peronist 
Montoneros, the Armed Forces of Liberation 
22, the Communist Organization of Workers 
Power and the Worker Revolutionary Move­ 
ment. 
One slain leader was identified as Isabel 
Kaserman, a "foreigner” representing the 
P'ourth International. 
The army said the Armed Forces of 
Liberation 22 and the Communist Organization 
for Workers Power, two Montonero splinter 
groups, called the meeting to propose a un­ 
ification of Argentina’s guerrilla movement, 
decimated in the last three years by the army’s 
stepped-up counterinsurgency campaign. 
ilowever, it said, security forces were 
Mpped off through the "spontaneous and 
valiant collaboration of the residents of the 
area.” 
The communique said six major figures in 
the Communist organization of workers power 
were killed, including Luis Fabri, alias 
"Zorro,” its top leader.

acquired it for about $4,000 at an auction. 


He gave the Lewis Carroll Society of North 
America, headquartered in Silver Spring, .Md,, 
permission to have the Angelica Press of.New 
York print 750 copies at $10 each and a paper­

Wilson said some overlapping with those stations will 
provide a better picture of developing weather situations 
Full operation of the Alliance unit has been delayed Wilson 
.said the unit developed problems May 30 during its shake- 
down period and had to be shut off He said repairs should be 
completed in about two weeks 
He ;^aid the Alliance radar, similar to one to be installed 
Stum in Omaha, will be opt*rated 24 hours a day 
Alex Kosi ielski heads the Alliance station W ilson said the 
cost of the building and other equipment was about $275,000

The Legislature Wednesday did it its way. 
On its final day in session, the 1977 


Umcameral overrode Gov. J James Exon's 
vetoes of a $20 million increase in state school aid 
and the massive new criminal code. 


In as fiery a display of independence as has 


been exhibited m recent legislative history, the 
lawmakers overrode 13 of the governor's vetoes 
or line-item budget reductions in a single day. 


The most dramatic showdown occurred short- 


ly after the dinner hour when senators voted 30-17 
to restore the $20 million hike in school assistance 
which had been erased from the operational 
budget bill for state government. 


Thirty was the exact number of votes 


required to reject Exon's objections 


That decision will trigger an increase in the 


state sales tax rate from 3% to 3V2% to fund the 
boost in school assistance from $55 million to $75 
million. 


Earlier, the Legislature had re-enacted the 


criminal code on a 33-15 count (See story on Page 
12).

Five state senators Wednesday requested an 


investigation of the Nebraska State Patrol 
criminal and drug divisions in a legislative 
resoltuion 


LR141. which was sent to the Legislative 


Council's executive board, asks that an eight- 
member committee be established to in- 
vestigate the policies and procedures of those 
two patrol divisions. 


The resolution was sponsored by Sens. Steve 


Fowler of Lincoln, John DeCamp of Neligh, 
Ernest Chambers of Omaha, Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood and Donald Dworak of Columbus 


Fowler, who wrote the resolution, said he 


had some "concerns about the appropriateness 
of some of the drug enforcement procedures." 


DeCamp said he had heard allegations made 


by several persons concerning separate in- 
cidents involving the patrol He would not say 
whether the allegations were of a criminal 
nature, but added, "They are serious." 


The resolution notes that the reason for the 


investigation is that proper lav/ enforcement is 
in the best interests of the people of Nebraska. 


"Law enforcement, like Caesar's wife, must 


be above suspicion," DeCamp said. 


Chambers said he hoped the committee 


would review the entire operation of the patrol, 
and iron out any possible bugs in the works. He 
said he had heard of possibilities of criminal 
misconduct by patrol informants that he thought 
should be investigated 


Col. 
C. P. Kartnauser. patrol supennten- 


dant, said Wednesday evening he hadn'i seen the 
resolution, but added the patrol would 
"cooperate 100% with any questions the 
members of the Umcameral may ha\e 


He also said he would welcome any in- 


vestigation. 


Fowler said the special committee would be 


chosen by the executive board sometime in the 
summer. The resolution calls for three members 
to be selected from the Judiciary Committee, 
the body that oversees patrol functions. 


Supporters of the school aid increase won 


their final battle only after the governor gave 
them the opportunity to do so by returning his veto 
reductions in the budget bill, LB532, before the 
senators headed for home. 


Exon could have applied those vetoes after 


the Legislature had adjourned, thus denying 
senators an override attempt 


Earlier in the session, the Umcameral had 


mandated a school aid hike over Exon's objec- 
tions But the budget bill gave the governor one 
last opportunity to head off the increase. 


In Wednesday's veto message, Exon said 


arguments that the boost in state assistance will 
hold down local property taxes are a hoax. 


The $20 million will simply increase taxes and 


increase school spending, he argued. 


The past lesson in Nebraska and other states 


is that "the more state aid is increased, the more 
school spending is increased," he declared. 


Exon also scolded supporters of the proposal 


for drafting it in such a way as to attempt to pre- 
vent the people from attacking the measure 
through a referendum. 


The $20 million was restored without debate. 
Other minor reductions of nearly $52,000 in 


the huge $644 million budget bill were sustained 


An Appropriations Committee challenge of a 


$27,333 reduction in funding for the Nebraska 
Commission on the Status of Women was turned 
back on d 24-24 vote 


Exon won some and lost some on other budget 


vetoes 


The Legislature voted 37-8 to override his 


objections to nearly $600,000 in appropriations 
contained in Ihe budget bill for legislative 
operations 


But about $500,000 of that amount represented 


a reappropnation of funds. 


Most of the governor's capital construction 


vetoes were left unchallenged, including 5500,000 
to begin construction of a Jl 7 million trusty dor- 
mitory addition at the Penitentiary, a $723,000 cut 
in proposed funding for campus utilities at the 
University of Nebraska and a $100,000 slice from 
proposed renovations at NLI campuses 


It took two attempts to do it, but $160,000 in 


vetoed funding for planning the State Historical 
Society's new heritage center was restored on a 
32-14 vote 


Senators also voted to restore $25,000 in plan- 


ning funds for an architectural complex and $15,- 
000 in planning funds for a theatre arts facility, 
both on NU's downtown Lincoln campus. 


The architectural funding won 33-7 approval, 


and the theatre arts was restored on a 30-14 tally 


The Umcameral voted 32-12 to restore the Ap- 


propriations Committee's specific earmarking of 
funds for rehabilitation programs administered 
by the Department of Correctional Services.

Executions for Erwm Charles Sirr.anls, Richard Dean Holtan 


and John Edward Rust were delayed until further notice by the 
court The executions were scheduled for a fi\ e-day period in late 
June and early July. 


Attorneys of the three men had requested the stays because 


the:- plan to ask the U S Supreme Court to review the cases. 


Keith B\strom. attorney for Simails. said he will file ior a 


writ of certioran, or an order of review, witn the federal high 
court by next week 


Stan Kneger. attorney for Holtan and Rust, said he would 


request Thursday a 60-day extension from the federal court in 
order to prepare the appeal Kneger currently has until June 15. 
90 days after tne state court ordered tne executions, to file the 
appeal 


Krieger said he thought the federal court would grant the 


extension since it would be the first requested m the case, and 
because the court will not consider any new cases until fall. The 
U S Supreme Court is now m summer recess. 


Sen Ernesi Chambers of Omaha, who introduced a bill in the 


Legislature that would have abolished capital punishment, said 
he was relieved to hear the stay had been granted, even though he 
had expected it 


Chambers had asked that the Legislature hold over the 


capital punishment bill until next session, when it looked like the 
bill would be killed He said at the time that tne three men would 
not be e\ecuted before the next session begins in January 


Even though I knew they ithe court' v.ouid probably grant 


the stay, it's a great relief to know they actually did it. ' 
Chambers said Wednesday

Moldy baby food recalled 


Southgate. Ky. i/\l'i - The Hcverly Hills 


Supper (,'lub when- 161 people died in a fire 
Saturday night was insured for at least $2 
million, a Kentucky Department of Insurance of- 
ficial said Wednesday. The property is on the lax 
foils at $1.5 million. 


"They had saturated the private market and 


then taken the maximum SI million coverage un- 
der a state program lor poor risks." said the of- 
ficial, who asked not to he identified. 


Meanwhile, another two bodies were pulled 


from the rubble Wednesday and a closer check 
»l the morgue list showed 159 victims had been 
located before Wednesday. Officials had put the 


toll at 158 earlier, hut they said a clerical error 
was made in setting that figure. 


The tlub was classifed as a "poor risk" 


following a 1970 fire that destroyed the building. 
The cause of the fire was undetermined. 


Under a 1U08 Kentucky law, property owners 


unable to get full insurance coverage may turn 
to the "fair plan." The system requires all Ken- 
tucky insurance companies to pay into a pool ac- 
cording to their volume of business. That pool is 
used to pay claims by the poor risks. 


The Charles II. Bilz Insurance Agency in near- 


by Covington, Ky. handled the fair plan coverage 
for the 4-R Corp., made up of the Beverly Hills 


owners. They are Richard J. Schilling and 
several members of his family. 


Thomas Berger, a Bilz agent, handled the 


Beverly Hills account. He and his twin brother 
refused to comment on the extent of the private 
coverage the Schillings had on the club. 


"I just don't feel I should until I talk to Mr. 


Schilling. If he agrees then I'll make the infor- 
mation public." Berger said. 


Meanwhile Kentucky Fire Marshal Warren 


Southworth said he has nearly ruled out arson as 
a cause for the Saturday night fire. 


"There is no evidence whatsoever that arson 


was involved," he said. 


In response to State Police Commissioner Ken 


Brandenburgh's statement that he feels the fire 
did not start in the basement, Southworth dis- 
agreed. 


"They haven't pinpointed a prime suspect yet, 


I'm sure there are opinions now, but they are 
still just opinions," he said. 


Investigators at the 17-acre hilltop site five 


miles across the Ohio River from Cincinnati 
plan to look through the rubble for clues until the 
end of the week.

Berkeley, Calif. (AP) - Municipal Court 


Judge George Brunn thinks he has found a way 
to keep jurors from getting bored during dull, 
uneventful legal proceedings in his courtroom.

"Perhaps the idea came to me when I was 


watching some bored jurors," the veteran 
jurist said. "I thought they might not look so 
bored if they participated in the courtroom." 


Reaction from defense and prosecution at- 


torneys has been mixed. Some resent sur- 
rendering control of their cases. Others see it 
as an opportunity to judge which way the jury 
is leaning. 


"My concern was making the whole process 


better and clearer for the jurors," Brunn, a 
judge for 11 years, said recently in an inter- 
view. "In most cases, they have to just sit 
there and get a less-than-perfect view of what 
is going on."

in the case," said Nakshara. "They have 
enough trouble focusing on the issues in the 
case as it is."

said Albert A. Briggs, "I blew my top." 


Briggs. superintendent of School District 9, 


said Wednesday that 678 of the 1.289 eighth 
graders in 16 schools in the district failed to 
score a minimum 6.5 on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


Officials said the national norm at the end of 


the eighth grade is 9.8 on the standard reading 


test. Last year the average for eighth graders 
throughout Chicago was 6.8. 


Briggs said there had been almost no 


adverse reaction from parents in his district, 
which includes many poor inner city 
neighborhoods, because the reading problem 
had been recognized more than a year ago. 


Briggs said that in March 1975 he set 6.5 as a 


cutoff mark for graduation after examining 
reading levels at Crane High School, where 
most of District 9's pupils attend. The 6,5 level 
is roughly the equivalent of reading com- 
prehension expected in the middle of the six'Ji 
grade.

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Authority still matter 
of making right decision 


As the mayor and City Council dis- 


cuss their related and independent 
responsibilities, they would do well to 
keep in mind that the human equation is 
still the most important one they have to 
deal with. Failure to recognize this may 
explain some of the past hassles between 
the legislative and executive branches. 


One of the sticky parts of that 


relationship, in the eyes of Councilman 
Bob Sikyta. has to do with the respon- 
sibility and, perhaps, loyalties of city 
department heads. Sikyta is concerned 
over whether department heads give the 
City Council their honest professional 
opinion or merely mouth the ad- 
ministrative policies of Mayor Helen 
Boosalis. 


There just isn't any way to complete- 


ly solve that kind of a question. For one 
thing, what is policy and what is 
professional opinion? Any department 
head ought to carry out the final 
decisions of the administrative branch of 
government, ultimately the decisions of 
the mayor. 


But no department head worth his 


salt would meekly mouth a policy he con- 
sidered to be a breach of his professional 
conviction. We cannot believe that even 
the mayor would advocate otherwise, 
despite her strong belief in the solidarity 
of administrative positions. 


The obvious need and justification 


for administrative unity always need to 
be tempered by the light of reality. 
Anyone tempted to approach too hard a 
line in the mayor's office should 
remember some words by columnist 
Anthony Lewis in a recent article about 
former President Nixon. 


"The 
extreme was reached by 


Nixon," wrote Lewis, "who treated dis- 
agreement with his policy as a form of 
subversion to be repressed by any 
method that he declared necessary. He 
introduced to the White House the 
maxim that Boss Frank Hague used to 
apply in Jersey City: "I am the law.' 


Any city administration under our 


form of government may run the risk of 
becoming dictatorial, with all the abuses 
of government that this invites. But a 
city without a strong central administra- 
tion is simply at sea and cannot serve the 
public's needs. 


The system of checks and balances 


and divisions of authority is all a part of 
the risk we take. In doing so, we rely 
upon the good faith and intelligence of 
those we elect to public office. 


Who is the boss in City Hall should 


not really be that big a matter of debate. 
With understanding and mutual respect, 
even the mayor and council should be 
able to get along reasonably well. 


Somebody always has edge 


In another of what seems like an 


endless round of such matters, the com- 
mander of allied air forces in central 
Europe has noted that Soviet military 
power has gone far beyond the need for 
self-protection. The Warsaw Pact, said 
the U.S. general, could launch a surprise 
attack with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization unable to provide an effec- 
tive first response. 


No doubt his remarks will be further 


fuel for the advocates of more and more 
military spending. While we are in no 
position to really challenge the general, 
we fail to see how the world military 
situation could ever be exactly equal 
among all countries. 


One would be a little foolish to think 


that this nation has not exceeded its 
defensive needs in military affairs. 
What, for that matter, are your defen- 
sive needs, if you argue that the best 
defense is a good offense? 


The important thing is that if the 


U.S.. Russia and the rest of the world 
continue constantly to have an edge 
militarily on the other guy, that old 


cancer of escalation will never be 
avoided. 


We believe that the current ad- 


ministration in the White House has the 
right idea — that at some time the 
nations of the world are going to have to 
find something other than military 
hardware to rely upon and to sustain 
them. Human rights and the dignity of 
man are two cornerstones of this White 
House concept and they are not bad for 
openers. 


That isn't to say that we turn all our 


swords into plowshares or that we ignore 
the military position 
of unfriendly 


nations but we do have to begin 
promoting some other kind of considera- 
tion if we are ever going to escape the 
ravages of endless arms buildups. How 
welcome it would be if war were not now 
a prominent last resort in the minds of 
Middle East countries. 


Somehow, that state of mind needs 


altering. Somehow, another means of 
settling differences 
needs to be 


developed. It may appear to be impossi- 
ble but you never know if you never try.

Queen's Jubilee, and predicts 
he will get a workable third- 
round wages policy, that there 
will be no election this year, 
that the Liberals will stick 
with Labor, and that Labor will 
be returned to power next 
year. 


Peter Jay, the newly ap- 


pointed British ambassador to 


the United States, takes a 
more cautious view on his first 
day at the Foreign Office, but 
he sees the Labor Party in the 
process of rejuvenation, and 
the industrial world working 
t o w a r d a more stable 
economic order under the 
leadership of the United 
States. 


For the moment, however, 


politics is scarcely Britain's 
favorite subject. It is Derby 
time. Strawberries are in 
season. The shops in Mayfair 
are full of wedding hats in rain- 
bow colors, as if even 
marriage were making a 
come-back, and here and there 
some of the old black London 
taxicabs, still the best in the 
world, have been painted a 
bright maroon. 


There is still a lot of 


o b s t i n a t e

and a nuisance, but at least the 
monarchy is spared for the 
time being. The Queen has 
presided here during the 
hardest 25 years in this cen- 
tury, and is still smiling her 
way through crowds at the 
opera and the races.

Lord Acton was only half right, 
and that it is not only power 
but the absence of power that 
corrupts, but for these next 
few weeks, the British will be 
thinking happier thoughts.

25 years, they deserve all the 
fun they can get.

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Second York hearing set June 10

York — For the second time, a hearing 


will be held here to determine whether a 
17-year-old youth charged with first 
degree murder should be treated as an 
adult or juvenile. 


District Court Judge William Norton 


Wednesday ordered a June 10 hearing in 
the case involving Ricky A. Johnson. 


Johnson, a York High School junior, is 


charged in the April 22 shooting death of 
York policeman James M. Richardson 
II. 


The youth was arrested about an hour 


after the shooting and has been held 
without bond since. 


Wednesday's ruling by Judge Norton 


followed an earlier decision by County 
Court Judge Robert Cattle Jr., who ruled 
that Johnson should be treated as an 


adult and ordered the youth bound over 
to district court for trial. 


No district court arraignment has been 


held and Johnson has entered no plea to 
the murder charge. 


Norton again declined to set bail for 
Johnson. 


The judge said he had studied the 


defense request for bail but denied it for 
several reasons. One reason, he said, is 


Judge Norton postponed the arraign- 
that remaining in jail at the present time 


ment until after the June 10 jurisdiction 
hearing. He also tentatively scheduled a 
trial for June 20, should the case reach 
that stage.

Charges filed in two deaths 


Omaha (UPI) - Two Omahans were 


charged with felonies Wednesday in separate 
deaths on the city's North Side Tuesday. 


The Douglas County attorney's office 


charged Hattie Smith, 31, with second degree 
murder in the shooting death of her alleged 
boyfriend, William E. Brown, 28, of Omaha, 
while Willie C. Miller, 20, was charged with 
manslaughter in the stabbing death of his 
girlfriend's uncle, Dornell Mitchell, 27, of 
Omaha. 


Both appeared Wednesday before 


Municipal Court Judge Theodore Carlson, who 
ordered Ms. Smith held on a $50,000 signature 
bond and Miller on a $15,000 surety bond or 10% 
of a $30,000 cash bond. 


A court spokesman said Ms. Smith was 


freed after signing her bond, while Miller 
remained in custody. 


Witnesses told police Brown was shot after 


he and a woman arrived at the parking lot of a 
liquor store in separate cars and began 


arguing. 


Brown was pronounced dead on arrival at 


an Omaha hospital from a bullet wound to the 
stomach. The woman was arrested a short 
time after the incident. 


Police said Mitchell died at University 


Hospital from apparent knife wounds following 
a struggle with Miller during which both fell 
through a glass door. 


The altercation occurred Tuesday night at 


the home of Mary H. Jordan, who police said 
was Mitchell's niece and Miller's girlfriend. 


Ms. Jordan told police she did not see a 


weapon during the fight. 


Miller was arrested at University Hospital 


where he had gone for treatment of cuts. Of- 
ficers who had gone to the hospital to gather 
evidence in the case recognized Miller in the 
emergency room. 


Carlson granted the defendants' requests 


to allow the Douglas County public defender's 
office to represent them.

Policeman held 
for wife's death

A 31-year-old Lincoln 


policeman was arraigned in 
Lancaster County Court 
Wednesday m o r n i n g on 
charges of first degree murder 
in the shooting death of his 
wife earlier in the morning 


William J 
Welsh III was 


charged with the shooting of 
his. wife, Christine Duryea 
W e l s h , 26, a p p a r e n t l y 
following a domestic argument 
at their 5125 Linden St home 
about 1 20 a m 
Wednesday 


Judge Robert Camp ordered 
Welsh held without bond and 
set a preliminary hearing for 
next Thursday at 3 30 p m 


Welsh was accompanied by 


his attorney, Don Witt, County 
Attorney Ron Lahners and 
three police officers when he 
entered the courtroom Camp 
asked if he understood the 
charges and the penalty (life in 
prison or the death sentence) 
and Welsh said he did 


Apparently in an attempt, 


to avoid newsmen and a fairly 
large crowd of spectators, 
Welsh was escorted down a 
rarely used stairway from the 
courtroom and returned to the 
city jail He is being "kept 
apart from other prisoners," 
according to Lahners 


Police said they received a 


911 emergency call from the 
Welsh residence reporting that 
someone had been shot When 
they arrived they found Welsh, 
his wife, her sister and the 
couple's 8-year-old daughter 
Mrs 
Welsh was rushed to 


Bryan Memorial Hospital 
where she died about an hour 
later 
Welsh offered no 


resistance when arrested, 
police added 


Following the arraignment. 


Lahners said that Welsh and 
his wife had apparently had an 
argument and that Welsh shot 
her 
w i t h a 
25 caliber 


automatic 
She was "shot 


more than once. 
Lahners 


said noting that he observed at 
least three bullet holes in her 
head and ore in her right arm 


But he said he was uncertain 


how many of those were entry 


wounds and how many were 
exit holes An autopsy is being 
performed 


Mrs Welsh's sister, Mary 


Beth Duryea, 22, who has been 
living with the couple, ap- 
parently made the 911 call, 
Lahners said, adding that she 
wasjn the house "in another 
room" and heard the argument 
and the gunshots 


The couple's 
daughter, 


Katheryn, was also in the 
house but was asleep at the 
time of the shooting, Lahners 
added She has since been sent 
to Humboldt to stay with her 
maternal grandparents, he 
said 


Lahner's explained that his 


decision to file first degree 
murder charges was basea on 
"the facts of the case as we un- 
derstand them " He said 
because Welsh is a police of- 
ficer it was decided to 
' separate him from the other 
prisoners m the jail " 


But, Lahners said, the fact 


that both Welsh and his wife (a 
Lancaster County sheriff s dis- 
patcher) were law enforce- 
ment personnel will have no 
"special bearing on the case" 
or result in any "special 
handling " 


Security measures taken 


in the courtroom Wednesday 
were the outgrowth of a 
February incident when 
members of the family of a 
murder victim caused a distur- 
bance during a hearing for the 
alleged murderer, Lahners 
added 


Welsh has been a police 


cruiser officer since October 
1975 
He graduated from the 


University of Nebraska, had 
worked as a police officer in 
Virginia and was an Army 
helicopter pilot in Vietnam 
His parents live in Washington, 
D C Lahners said

Zorinsky, whose criticisms of the Senate 


have included appraisals of his colleagues, said 
Nebraska critics who contend his out- 
spokenness is hurting his effectiveness as a 
Senator are wrong 


"If anything, it's had the reverse effect I'm 


like E F Hutton," he said, referring to the 
television advertisements of a stock brokerage 
firm "When I say something, they listen 


"They think, 'Gee, this guy is going to say 


something about me ' "

A local inventor has found that 


working seven years on a creation, 
then spending about $1,200 to get it 
patented is the easiest part of 
achieving success. 


"A patent doesn't do any good un- 


less the product can get on the 
market," said Richard Pearce, a 47- 
year-old inventor who has patented an 
easy-to-use trash and grass bagger. 


Pearce said he worked on the inven- 


tion for years and after months of 
legal juggling, searching and red 
tape, received a federal patent from 
the U.S. Patent Office in Washington, 
D.C. 


The patent registers Pearce's 


design exclusively to him. No one else 
can reproduce it without his permis- 
sion. 


"I've found several companies that 


would like to produce it, but 
marketing it, getting people in- 
terested in it, is going to be tough," 
Pearce said. 


"One company wanted $1,800 from 


me and then a percentage of whatever 
profit I'd make," he said. "That 
didn't turn me on. If they'd taken 
some risk with me I'd have given 
them some consideration." 


Now, he's corresponding with 


several companies that are showing 
interest in his mechanism. 


His invention is a simple, two-piece 


package that takes in some com- 
plicated physics concepts. Pearce is 
an experimental mechanic with 
Cushman OMC. 


The invention consists of what 


appears to be an inverted trash can 
with the bottom removed and a 


plastic ring that goes around it about 
one:third of the way from the top. 


The wide end of the bagger is fitted 


into a large trash bag; the ring is 
placed around the bag on the outside. 


"The heavier the bag gets, the 


tighter the ring pulls," Pearce 
explained. 


When the bag is full, the cone- 


shaped bagger, with handles a few in- 
ches from the top, is pulled out easily. 


"The concept works because of the 


physical aspects of a cone," Pearce 
said. "The second I pull it out of the 
bag, the sides are moving away from 
the grass or trash that's in the bag. 


"If the bagger were straight, it 


would have friction all the way up. 
With the cone, there's one tug and it 
comes right out,'1 Pearce said. 


In addition to the years spent on. the 


plastic bagger, Pearce has invested 
about $2,000 developing it. "I'd like to 


make a metal one," he said," but 
tooling would have cost another 
$10,000." 


The idea came to him after seeing 


other trash and grass bag holders 
which had too many drawbacks. 


"One company makes a metal ring 


that holds the bags, but they can bend 
or the bag can fall off. And the stuff 
you put in them can punch holes in the 
sides . . . I just saw something that 
needed improving," Pearce said. 


When Pearce finished the invention 


he began the tedious patenting 
process which eventually cost him 
more than $1,000, he said. 


A patent attorney cautioned that 


only a molecularly small percentage 
of private inventors ever find 
s o m e o n e 
t o 
m a r k e t 
t h e i r 


brainchildren. 


Pearce gave him the go-ahead. 


He hired a patent draftsman to do a 


diagram drawing required by the pa- 
tent office. Then came the time- 
consuming and expensive patent 
search in which patent records are 
examined to find if the same inven- 
tion is on the books somewhere else. 


"It's something everyone seeking a 


patent has to do," Pearce said. 


He still needs to sell his discovery, 


but he says he's an inventor, not a 
^salesman. "I should be out beating 
the brush, but I don't like to sell," 
Pearce said. 


About 30 baggers are in use in Lin- 


coln. "I sell them for about $5 a 
piece," lie said. "That's my cost. 


Pearce said he has about six other 


inventions on the drawing board, but 
doesn't feel he can handle the expense 
of producing them until his first one 
gets a start.

Schmit defends 
NPPD contract

Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood lashed out Wednesday at 


what he termed a politically motivated attack on his integrity 
caused by leaks from a grand jury probe of the Nebraska Public 
Power District (NPPD). 


The grand jury has subpoenaed records from a helicopter 


business Schmit formerly owned. During an ice storm in 1976, 
Schmit's firm contracted to help repair downed NPPD power 
lines. 


Speaking on a point of personal privilege, Schmit said there 


was nothing improper about the contract. He said NPPD ap- 
proached him, and that his company received the contract 
without bids because the urgency of the situation did not allow 
time for the normal bidding process. 


"The contract was a profitable one for me," Schmit 


acknowledged. He pointed out he supplied experienced per- 
sonnel to work with the power district in the emergency, and 
that the job was done in less time than originally had been es- 
timated. 


After the emergency, a separate NPPD study showed that 


Schmit's charges were in line with what other companies would 
have charged. 


Schmit said that his opponent in the last election questioned 


his work for NPPD and received the business records on the 
job. 


The senator added that an Omaha paper's accounts of the 


grand jury's subpoena had been slanted so that his answers to 
questions of impropriety were deleted. 


Neligh Sen. John DeCamp also received a subpoena, Schmit 


said, because the two are personal friends. 


"That's the most deplorable reason for a subpoena I can im- 


agine," Schmit said. 


The grand jury has subpoenaed members of the NPPD 


board reportedly to testify about allegations of pay-offs to 
senators. Reports of the investigation, and some testimony, has 
been leaked sporadically to the news media. 


"Grand jury proceedings are supposed to be secret," 


Schmit noted, adding that the information about him was 
supplied by political opponents, whom he refused to name. 


When Schmit rose to address the Legislature on his point of 


personal privilege, Lt. Gov. Gerald Whelan first suggested that 
he defend himself in the news media. But Omaha Sen. Ernest 
Chambers agreed that Schmit should have the right to address 
his critics. 


Whelan gave Schmit the floor when other senators indicated 


they thought Schmit should have a chance to speak.

The Legislature Wednesday passed a bill to insure that each 


Nebraskan gets a $20 food sales tax credit on next year's income 
tax returns. 


Milligan Sen. Richard Maresh's LB431 passed 37-10. 
Earlier in the session senators passed LB30 raising the credit 


from $16 to S20. But State Tax Commissioner William Peters 
said an error in wording would not allow the higher credit until 
1979 tax returns are filed. 


Thereafter, senators gutted LB431, inserted corrected lan- 


guage and sent it hurriedly to final reading. Earlier Wednes- 
day, opponents of the higher credit and senators who said they 
did not believe LB431 necessary to raise the credit collaborated 
to reject early final reading of the bill, on a vote of 29-16 with 30 
votes needed. 


At that time Maresh said Peters had said the Revenue De- 


partment possibly could have a hearing and raise the credit by 
an administrative rule, because the legislature's intent was 
clear. But Maresh continued to urge passage of LB4"I ai insur- 
ance. 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh. an opponent of the credit boost, 


warned that if Peters tried to take care of the matter admin- 
istratively, "he'll find himself in court." 


Peters, in an interview later, said there was "no way" he

Norden dam's effect on 
water pollution debated 
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Television Programs 


Norfolk (AP) — Proponents and opponents of 


the O'Neill-Norden Dam Irrigation Project dis- 
agreed Wednesday over whether a report on 
pollution of underground water in the area 
shows the controversial project would help or 
hurt the situation. 


Robert Warrick of Meadow Grove, 


Nebraska Sierra Club president, said that if the 
project is built and more land irrigated, more 
water carrying polluting nitrogen fertilizers 
would seep into the underground supply. 


But Alfred Drayton of O'Neill, president of 


the Niobrara Basin Irrigation District and 
the North Central Nebraska Reclamation 
District, said the added water would replenish 
the diminishing acquifer and dilute the 
pollutants. 


The report, on Holt County water quality, 


was released last week by the Conservation 
and Survey Division of the University of 
Nebraska. The survey was conducted last fall. 


The survey found 20 per cent of the wells 


sampled in the Atkinson-O'Neill area had con- 
centrations of nitrates above the 10- 
mil!igram-per-liter (mpl) limitset by theU.S. 
Public Health Service. 


In areas that would be irrigated by water 


from 
the O'Neill project, concentrations 


ranged as high as 28.3 mpl — almost triple the 
Health Service limits. 


The report said the nitrates filter into the 


acquifer from center 
pivot-irrigated corn 


fields. According to the report, 50 per cent of 
all nitrogen applied to crops trickles into the 
ground water. 


The concentrations are increasing by 1.1 mpl 


a year, the report said. 


Warrick said in a letter to the Daily News, 


"Not only has the area been contaminated by 
the improper use of fertilizer, but the irriga- 
tion project planned will most certainly com- 
pound the problem by supplying additional 
water, thus increasing the need for additional 
nitrogen fertilizer to raise corn under center 
pivot irrigation." 


Drayton said in an interview with the 


newspaper, "It's not true. Just the opposite 
will happen." 


Drayton said the report shows the project 


would transport clean water from the Nio- 
brara River into the area, dilute the nitrogen in 
the ground water and flush it out. 


He said the imported water would raise the 


water table and that springs now dry would be- 
gin to flow again. 


"The tests came out at a very good time. It's 


just what we needed," Drayton said. 


In March, U.S. District Court Judge Warren 


Urbom ordered the project halted until 
deficiencies in the environmental statement 
were corrected. One of Urbom's objections 
was that the statement did not address possible 
effects of the project on ground water quality 
in the area.

Nebraska to get power lanes 
from Laramie River Station 


Cheyenne, Wyo. (AP) — The Wyoming 


Public Service Commission Wednesday 
authorized construction of two power corridors 
to Colorado and two to Nebraska from the 
giant Laramie River Station generating plant 
near Wheatland, Wyo. 


The Lincoln Electric System will own 


13.3% of the 1.5-million kilowatt power 
generating complex that is under construction 
near Wheatland. The LES share translates into 
about 200.000 kilowatts of power. 


The PSC's order on the four corridors 


follows an earlier decision in which the PSC 
allowed construction of another corridor from 
the Laramie River Station plant to Pacific 
Power and Light Company's Dave Johnston 
Plant near Glenrock. 


The first corridor and the four approved 


Wednesday would carry power from the giant 
coal-fired, 1,500-megawatt generating plant, 
which is operated by the Missouri Basin Power 
Project, 


Two 345 kilovolt lines would run from the 


plant to Colorado, terminating at Ault and 
Story. Additionally, the PSC allowed construc- 
tion of 230 kilovolt and 345 kilovolt lines to 
Stegal, Neb. and another 345 kilovolt line to 
Sidney, Neb. 


In its decision, the PSC stipulated that it be 


apprised of the dates for construction and com- 
pletion of the lines and that no changes exten- 
ding the lines outside the proposed rights-of- 
way be made without consulting the commis-

Argentine army kills 
16 guerrilla leaders

Deaths And Funerals 


Hiii-nos Aires, Argentina (UPI) - The 


Argentine army announced Wednesday it killed 
16 guerrilla leaders in a Shootout at a surbur- 
ban mansion last week and smashed their plot 
to unite five Marxist groups under one 
revolutionary banner. 


An army communique said government 


forces encircled a tree-shaded, chalet-style 
house where the leftists were meeting in Monte 
Grande, 18 miles south of the capital, early in 
the morning of May 24. 


Two guards sitting in a parked car spotted 


the ambushers and opened fire, touching off 
the worst gunbattle this year in Argentina's 
guerrilla war. Neighbors said security forces 
peppered the front of the house for 30 minutes 
with hundreds of rounds of ammunition. 


Twelve men and four women were killed, 


the army said, but several other guerrillas es- 
caped in the confusion. Some of them were in- 
jured, it said, "judging by the trails of blood 
found in the area." 


The communique said the dead included 


"important chieftains" of five "Marxist 


bands" — the Castroite Peoples Revolutionary 
Army, known as ERP, the leftist Peronist 
Montoneros, the Armed Forces of Liberation 
22, the Communist Organization of Workers 
Power and the Worker Revolutionary Move- 
ment. 


One slain leader was identified as Isabel 


Kaserman, a "foreigner" representing the 
Fourth International. 


The army said the Armed Forces of 


Liberation 22 and the Communist Organization 
for Workers Power, two Montonero splinter 
groups, called the meeting to propose a un- 
ification of Argentina's guerrilla movement, 
decimated in the last three years by the army's 
stepped-up countcrinsurgency campaign. 


However, it said, security forces were 


tipped off through the "spontaneous and 
valiant collaboration of the residents of the 
area." 


The communique said six major figures in 


the Communist organization of workers power 
were killed, including Luis Fabri, alias 
"Zorro." its top leader.

Af f icionados can now make the acquaintance 


of a new character: a wasp in a golden wig. 


Carroll, actually the Rev. Charles Dodgson, 


omitted the section after Sir John Tenniel said 
he couldn't illustrate it. 


"A wasp in a wig is altogther beyond the 


appliances of art," he wrote Dodgson, a lec- 
turer in mathematics at Christ Church. 
Oxford. 


A shy. introspective man. best known in his 


life time for his text books on algebra and 
geometry. Dodgson didn't argue but wrote in- 
structions on the galley proof for the printer to 


leave it out. 


Carroll kept that galley and it finally sur- 


faced here in 1974 when Norman Armour Jr. 
acquired it for about $4,000 at an auction. 


He gave the Lewis Carroll Society of North 


America, headquartered in Silver Spring, Md., 
permission to have the Angelica Press of.New 
York print 750 copies at $10 each and a paper- 
back version. 


In the story. Alice meets the wasp at the 


edge of a wood and hears his sad tale of how- 
wearing a wig had ruined his life. 


The wasp tells Alice: 
"And. still, whenever I appear, 
"They hoot at me and call me 'pig.' 
. "And that is why they do it. dear. 
"Because I wear a yellow wig."

New Alliance radar unit 
to aid weather coverage 


Omaha (API — An official in the Omaha Weather Service 


office says a gap in weather radar coverage has been closed 
with the opening of a seven-man radar unit at Alliance. 


Dale Wilson, electronics program officer in Omaha, said the 


250-mile radius radar will provide coverage of the Panhandle 
and other western Nebraska areas. 


Those spots previously were on the edge of coverage by ra- 


dar units at Limon. Colo.: Garden City. Kan., and Grand 
Island. Wilson said some overlapping with those stations will 
provide a better picture of developing weather situations. 


Full operation of the Alliance unit has been delayed. Wilson 


said the unit developed problems May 30 during its shake- 
down period and had to be shut off. He said repairs should be 
completed in about two weeks. 


He said the Alliance radar, similar to one to be installed 


soon in Omaha, will be operated 24 hours a day. 


Alex Koscielski heads the Alliance station. Wilson said the 


cost of the building and other equipment was about S275.000.
